Shortage  in  cables 
causes  problems 

Last  week,  the  com- . 
puter  network  was  com¬ 
pletely  down  from  about  9 
p.m.  Monday  until  2  p.m. 
Tuesday,  Bruce  Mathew, 
director  of  Computer  Cen¬ 
ter  said,  "There  was  a  short 
in  two  of  the  cables  con¬ 
necting  the  computers." 
That  problerais  fixed. 

Monday  and  Tues¬ 
day  of  this  week  the  sys¬ 
tem  was  down  again,  this 
time  because  “we  reached 
the  maximum  number  of 
users  that  could  be  logged 
in  at  one  time,"  said 
Mathew.  That  was  fixed 
too:  Now  more  users  can 
be  logged  in  at  once. 

“I'm  not  expecting 
any  major  problems  with 
the  network  now,  unless 
something  breaks  down," 
said  Mathew,  However,  “by 
the  end  of  this  week,  there 
could  be  from  50  to  100 
people  that  won't  be  able  to 
save  dies."  Mathew  sug¬ 
gests  removing  firstsemes- 
ter  utmeeded  files  to  pre¬ 
vent  needless  headaches.

The  special  Senate  meeting 
on  Nov.  12  concerning  the  new 
alcohol  policy  sparked  unprece¬ 
dented  Interest  as  a  standing 
room  only  crowd  filled  the  ball¬ 
room.  The  special  session  was 
called  because  of  the  signing  on 
Sept.  27.  1990,  of  a  compliance 
statement  of  a  new  alcohol  pol¬ 
icy  for  the  Saint  Joseph's  Col¬ 
lege  campus. 

What  the  document  says  Is 
that  SJC  will  communicate 
clearly  with  the  faculty,  employ¬ 
ees  and  students  about  the  pol¬ 
icy.  The  policy  is  only  one  of  four 
aspects  of  the  compliance  state¬ 
ment. 

In  his  opening  statement. 
Vice  President  of  Student  Affairs 
William  Maniscalco  said  that 
President  George  Bush  urged 
Congress  to  pass  legislation  “to 
require  schools,  colleges  and  uni¬ 
versities  to  implement  and  en¬ 
force  firm  drug  prevention  pro¬ 
grams  and  policies  as  conditions 
of  eligibility  for  federal  funding." 

SJC  is  Involved  In  the  ‘Drug 


Free  Schools  and  Communities 
Act  Amendments."  According  to 
Maniscalco,  the  document  Is 
currently  In  Its  fourth  draft.  The 
first  draft  was  distributed  on 
campus  to  vice  presidents  and 
other  Individuals.  After  review, 
the  Student  Senate,  officers  of 
the  Student  Association  and 
dorm  governors  received  a  copy 
of  the  second  draft.  All  Resident 
Assistants  received  a  copy  of  the 
third  draft.  According  to  Manis¬ 
calco,  once  the  document  lsln 
final  form  It  will  be  given  out  to 
the  student  body. 

“I've  noticed  a  number  of 
placards  around  campus  talk¬ 
ing  about  a  new  alcohol  policy, 
but  in  fact  It  provides  nothing 
new  in  regards  to  policy,"  said 
Maniscalco. 

Maniscalco  pointed  out  that 
there  were  a  number  of  places 
on  campus  where  people  2 1  years 
of  age  or  older  can  drink,  “In  a 
responsible  manner."  They  are 
Core  XI  bar,  Schwletermann 
Hall,  Downard  faculty  room  and 
special  places  approved  by  the 


Indiana  Alcoholic  Beverage 
Commission  for  special  events. 

Enforcement  of  the  new  pol¬ 
icy  Is  a  problem  for  SJC  that  Is 
faced  by  many  college  campuses 
with  alcohol  policies.  The  policy 
means  very  little  if  It  Is  not  en¬ 
forced."  said  Maniscalco. 

After  Maniscalco’s  opening 
statement  the  floor  was  opened 
up  to  the  Senate  officers,  and 
then  to  the  student  body.  For¬ 
mer  two-term  president  Irish 
Leurck  said.  "I  personally  be¬ 
lieve  that  the  suggested  sanc¬ 
tions  coming  from  Mr.  Manis¬ 
calco  need  to  be  looked  at.  I 
believe  there  is  a  need  for  sanc¬ 
tioning  against  violations  made 
by  students,  but  I  believe  these 
aren't  fair  and  need  to  be  modi¬ 
fied." 

Governor  Nancy  Ryan  Initi¬ 
ated  the  idea  that  the  problem  is 
not  of  “the  students  following 
the  rules  but  of  the  Office  of 
Student  Affairs’  enforcing  the 
rules."  Students  subsequently 
brought  up  many  questions 
regarding  rules  and  laws.

Who  Is  up  from  midnight 
until  two  am  during  the  week, 
besides  vampires  and  night 
owls?  WPUM  started  broad¬ 
casting  during  these  times  for 
the  first  time  In  its  history  this 
semester. 

On  Mondays.  Wednesdays 
and  Friday,  freshman  Ted  No¬ 
vak  and  his  partner  Andy 
Climczak  hit  the  air  waves,  and 
on  Tuesdays  freshman  Jon 
“Metalman"  Romanovich  with 
Dlno  Colao  and  Gina  Miller, 
both  also  freshmen,  broadcast. 

Not  only  are  these  people 
the  first  to  broadcast  at  this 
time  of  day,  but  they  also  pro¬ 
vide  an  alternative  to  the  regu¬ 
lar  programming  of  the  station: 
talk  radio. 

Novak  described  the  format 
of  his  program  as  being  "per¬ 
sonality  radio,"  patterned  after 
personalities  from  WLUP  AM  In 
Chicago.  Among  those  radio 
Influences  are  personalities 
such  as  Kevin  Mathews,  Steve 
Dahl  and  Garry  Meier.  His 
program  features  a  “wide  vari¬ 
ety  of  different  personalities  who 
come  together  and  are  led  by 
the  personalities  of  Andy  and 
myself."

Sophomore  Tla  Glass  com¬ 
mented  that  the  new  policy  would 
cause  people  to  leave  campus  to 
drink,  thus  making  the  risk  of 
getting  a  DUI  higher.  Maniscalco 
responded.  "I  do  not  agree  that 
the  problem  Is  mine.  There  are 
legal  liabilities  which  the  law 
provides  for.  If  1  am  found  avoid¬ 
ing  the  law,  then  1  am  guilty." 

Some  of  the  last  topics  men¬ 
tioned  were  generated  by  previ¬ 
ous  administration  headaches. 
And  according  to  Secretary  Brian 
Studebaker,  the  new  alcohol 
policy  will  be  Just  as  successful 
as  other  Student  Affairs  ideas. 

“...The  Senate  has  not  ap¬ 
proved  of  any  of  the  policies 
which  Mr.  Maniscalco  has 
brought  before  us.  I  would  leave 
you  with  this:  Freshman  floors, 
a  failure:  Intensive  Study  Floors, 
essentially  a  failure;  South 
Annex,  hell  for  two  months;  and 
now  this  policy? 

"The  first  is  policy,  second 
are  the  health  aspects,  third  Is 
the  legal  aspects  and  lastly  is  the 
resources  available  for  students." 


sic,"  was  how  Romanovich  ex¬ 
plained  the  format  of  hts  pro¬ 
gram,  and  while  he  had  no  par¬ 
ticular  Influences  for  what  he 
does,  he  said  that  he  would  find 
“people  I  hate  In  radio  and  try  to 
do  what  they  would  not." 

According  to  Novak,  he  pre¬ 
fers  a  talk  format  because  It  “Is  a 
way  to  make  radio  more  of  an 
entertainment  source  rather 
than  the  backround  or  sound¬ 
track  to  life." 

When  asked  why  he  chose  to 
do  radio  at  that  particular  time 
of  day,  Romanovich  replied,  “It 
gets  boring  on  campus  during 
the  week,  and  after  ten  o’clock 
things  Just  shut  down."  Both 
Novak  and  Romanovich  see 
themselves  as  bringing  some¬ 
thing  to  those  people  who  are  up 
working  or  studying  at  that  time 
of  night. 

“People  want  to  call  in  and 
talk,  and  have  something  to  say," 
Romanovich  said  about  the  au¬ 
dience  of  his  show.  "Sometimes 
it  Is  even  entertaining."  Both 
personalities  believe  their  audi¬ 
ences  to  be  more  academically 
oriented  who  are  up  late  study¬ 
ing  or  working  for  classes.  No¬ 
vak  and  Romanovich  both  agreea

this  campus  excited  is  to  mention  alcohol  On  the  weekends, 
if  one  party  runs  out  of  beer,  people  don't  stay,  they  go  on 
quests  of  alcohol.

Dear  Editor, 

I  attended  a  special  meeting 
of  the  SJC  Student  Senate.  At 
this  meeting  the  proposed  sanc¬ 
tions  designed  to  enforce  the 
current  alcohol/drug  policy  on 
campus  were  discussed.  1  would 
like  to  expand  on  one  of  the 
points  that  was  made,  namely 
the  lack  of  activities  on  campus 
on  weekends  that  causes  some 
studentstodrinkbecause,  “there 
is  nothing  else  to  do." 

Mr.  Manlscalco  in  address¬ 
ing  this  point  said  that  the  Stu¬ 
dent  Union  Board  (SUB)  does 
plan  activities,  planned  activi¬ 
ties  are  often  poorly  attended,  a 
limited  budget  determines  the 
number  and  type  of  activities 
planned,  and  any  SJC  student 
can  be  a  member  of  SUB.  I 
disagree. 

In  the  entire  fall  semester 
there  have  been  24  Friday  and 
Saturday  nights  not  Including 
long  weekends  or  Freshman 
Orientation.  Of  these  24  nights 
there  have  been  SUB  activities 
on  4.  The  SUB  activities  were 
Bob  Gamer  on  November  10 
(cancelled  by  performer),  Mys¬ 
teries  on  Campus  October  26th, 
the  band,  “Catch  a  Wave,"  on 
September  29th  (thought  by 
some  to  be  for  alumni  only),  and 
a  drive  in  movie  on  September 
28th.  I'm  not  suggesting  that 


the  college  provide  entertainment 
every  weekend  night,  but  once  a 
weekend  or  at  least  once  every 
other  weekend  would  help  elimi¬ 
nate  part  of  the  alcohol  problem. 

As  a  club  president  I  have 
seen  attendance  at  activities  in¬ 
crease  as  we  scheduled  more 
events  and  repeated  well-at¬ 
tended  events.  SUB  might  con¬ 
sider  doing  the  same.  I  under¬ 
stand  the  frustration  felt  by  SUB 
members  when  no  one  shows 
up,  but  I  don't  believe  that  is  a 
reason  for  not  planning  activi¬ 
ties. 

I  realize  that  budget  limita¬ 
tions  determine  the  number  and 
expense  of  activities  that  can  be 
planned  by  SUB,  but  I  wonder 
why  activities  such  as  Lip  Sync 
and  similar  inexpensive  activi¬ 
ties  couldn't  be  planned  for 
weekend  nights.  I  also  wonder 
how  expensive  it  would  be  to 
have  a  dance  using  a  WPUM  DJ. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to 
say  that  I  am  not  trying  to  blame 
the  alcohol  problem  on  SUB.  I 
simply  feel  that  Mr.  Maniscalco 
is  mistaken  when  he  says  that 
there  are  things  to  do  on  campus 
besides  drinking  and  that  pro¬ 
viding  entertainment  or  helping 
students  find  social  things  to  do 
besides  drinking  would  greatly 
improve  the  campus.

Herman  downs  Maloney 
in  SA  President  election

In  the  race  for  Student 
Association  President,  Jennifer 
Herman  and  running  mate 
Brian  Pa tronik defeated  the  Erin 
Maloney  and  Bill  Hayes  ticket 
In  a  landslide  victory.  Herman 
received  285  votes  while 
Maloney  received  only  176. 
Third  party  ticket  Mike  Mc¬ 
Carthy  and  John  Gavin  tallied 
only  28  votes. 

“I  thought  It  would  be 
closer.  In  fact,  I  thought  she 
had  the  edge  since  she  had 
been  President  [of  the  Junior 
class],"  said  Herman. 

Despite  losing,  Junior 
Class  President  Maloney  was 
positive  about  the  Job  her  oppo¬ 
sition  would  do  as  SA  Presi¬ 
dent. 

“I  really  wanted  to  be  SA 


President.  I  did  the  best  I  could, 
but  If  their  [Herman  and  Pa  tronik] 
campaign  Is  any  Indication  of  the 
job  they’ll  do,  then,  they'll  do 
good,"  said  Maloney. 

The  race  for  Treasurer  was 
much  closer  as  Colleen  Boyle 
edged  Chris  Keyser,  235  to  221. 
According  to  current  SA  VicePre- 
sldent  Mark  Randall,  the  election 
committee  double  recounted  the 
ballots  to  ensure  accuracy. 

Incumbent  SA  Secretary 
Brian  Studebaker  was  unopposed 
In  his  reelection  bid.  Despite  being 
uncontested,  Studebaker  received 
62  "no"  votes. 

60%  (515  ballots)  of  the 
campus  cast  votes  in  this  year's 
election.  The  new  officers  will  take 
office  on  Jan.  11  and  the  first 
Senate  meeting  of  the  next  se¬ 
mester  will  be  on  Jan.  14.

The  Lady  Pumas  showed 
no  mercy  In  their  home  opener 
Tuesday  night  against  the 
Lady  Metros  of  IUPUI.  Led  by 
Paula  Kline's  17  points,  six 
players  netted  double  figures 
for  the  Pumas  enroute  to  a 
101-78  crushing  of  the  Met¬ 
ros. 

A  well-balanced  offensive 
attack,  and  a  defense  which 
keeps  Improving  with  each 
game,  once  again  proved  to 
be  the  winning  formula  for 
the  5-0  Lady  Pumas.  Alicia 
Dobbels,  still  nursing  a  knee 
Injury,  contributed  a  notewor¬ 
thy  1 5  points  and  6  rebounds. 
The  Lady  Pumas  hit  one  three- 
point  basket  and  were  16  of 
20  from  the  charity  stripe. 

Last  weekend,  the  Lady 
Pumas  defeated  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Missouri  at  St.  Louis 
and  Ferris  State  In  the  Ferris 
State  UnlversityToumament. 
A  whopping  45  team  assists 
and  five  players  In  double 
figures  scoring  led  the  ladles 
In  a  high-scoring  rout  of  Mis¬ 
souri.  Anotherwell-balanced 
effort,  featuring  four  players 
In  double  figures,  resulted  In 
defeat  for  host  Ferris  State. 
Jennifer  Radosevic  and  Sloan 
Haughey  were  named  to  the 
all-toumament  team. 

The  Lady  Pumas  kicked 
off  their  season  over  Thanks¬ 
giving  break  at  the  Grand 
Rapids  Press  Tournament  at 
Aquinas  College.  A  well-bal¬ 
anced  attack  was  again  the 
key,  as  the  ladles  defeated 
Grand  Valley  State  and  last 
year's  nemesis,  Oakland. 
Grand  Valley  didn't  stand  a 
chance  against  the  relentless 
Lady  Pumas,  who  boasted  six 


players  In  double  figures,  and 
owned  the  boards,  led  by  a 
monster  19-rebound  per¬ 
formance  by  Haughey.  The 
ladles  won  convincingly,  97- 
70. 

They  went  on  to  win  the 
tourney  championship  by  de¬ 
feating  Oakland,  89-79. 
Sheryl  Klemme  led  five  play¬ 
ers  in  double  figures,  scoring 
20  points.  Haughey  led  the 
Inside  game  with  11  re¬ 
bounds  with  additional  help 
from  Tla  Glass  and  Alicia 
Dobbels  who  each  snagged  8 
boards.  Sophomore  guard, 
Patty  Offer,  noted,  “This  was 
an  especially  satisfying  vic¬ 
tory  after  they  abruptly  ended 
our  season  last  year  In  the 
playoffs.’ 

Radosevic’s  all-around 
Impressive  play  earned  her 
the  honor  of  being  named 
tournament  MVP.  Haughey 
and  Kline  were  also  named 
to  the  all-toumey  team. 

If  you  think  I  have  ex¬ 
hausted  the  phrase  “well- 
balanced"  In  describing  the 
performance  of  the  Lady 
Pumas,  get  used  to  it,  and 
hope  to  be  sick  of  It  by  the 
end  of  the  season.

Westhead,  who  coached 
Loyola-Marymount  for  five  years 
prior  to  his  return  to  the  NBA  (he 
coached  the  Lakers  previous  to 
his  college  coaching  career), 
found  a  way  to  win  with  an  eye- 
and-fly  offense,  fueled  by  lanky, 
athletic  greyhounds.  Couple  this 
with  a  full  court  pressure  de¬ 


fense  designed  to  trap  and  force 
the  transition,  and  It's  either 
feast  or  famine.  In  general,  the 
Nuggets  under  Westhead  will 
make  like  a  Concorde  and  let  it 
fly  at  Mach  1. 

So.  the  Nuggets  have  traded 
their  Nike  pumps  for  starting 
blocks  and  track  spikes.  They 
take  the  game  past  run  and  gun, 
then  push  It  a  step  further.  As 
quoted  by  the  Associated  Press 
earlier  this  season,  Westhead 
firmly  believes  that  If  you  play 
“veiy.  very  fast  that  makes 
more  sense.  .  ."  than  playing  a 
controlled  game.  Westhead  fig¬ 
ures  If  Denver  can  tease  Its  op¬ 
ponents  Into  running,  that  by 
the  middle  of  the  second  half. 


the  Nuggets  will  run  them  Into 
the  ground,  and  will  waltz  onto 
victory.

In  Review:  Puma 
gridiron  1990

With  a  season  ending  loss  to 
Ferris  State  University,  the 
Saint  Joseph  College  football 
team  finished  with  a  3-7  rec¬ 
ord.  The  Pumas'  participation 
in  the  inaugural  season  of  the 
Midwest  Intercollegiate  Foot¬ 
ball  Conference  (MIFC)  has  to  be 
considered  less  than  a  rousing 
success. 

Unlike  the  1989  football 
season  the  offense  did  not  pro¬ 
duce.  Offensively  the  Pumas 
were  very  predictable,  relying 
in  most  part  on  their  running 
game.  Unfortunately,  their  of¬ 
fensive  line  did  not  gel  until  late 
in  the  season;  meanwhile.  Puma 
runningbacks  took  a  beating. 

In  1989,  the  Puma  passing 
attack  was  a  potent  one  with 
Brian  Hassett  at  quarterback, 
and  receivers  such  as  Rodney 
Lewis,  Jeff  Fairchild  and  Seth 
Johnson;  Jeff  Farus,  the  only 
returning  starter,  was  injured 
in  midseason.  The  inability  to 
get  a  consistent  passing  attack 
going  this  season  led  to  defen¬ 
sive  keys  on  preseason  All-  Amer¬ 
ica  pick  Jimmy  Allen  by  the 
opposition. 

Opposing  defenses  were 
probably  targeting  Allen 
throughout  their  week  of  prepa¬ 
ration.  Defensive  coaches'  war 
cries  were  the  same,  ‘Stop  Allen 
and  we’ll  win  the  game.'  Jimmy 
Allen  paid  the  price  early  in  the 
season  as  the  offensive  line  was 
being  shuffled  around. 

In  their  first  win  of  the  sea¬ 
son,  versus  Wayne  State  Unl¬ 


it  would  seem  that  this  is  ripe." 

Another  quote  attributed  to 
Schuttrow  was,  “My  thought  is 
that  if  Oklahoma  plays  the  press¬ 
ing  type  of  defense  that  they’re 
famous  for,  I  could  just  see 
torrents  of  points  repeatedly, 
where  St.  Joe  doesn’t  even  get 
the  ball  beyond  their  own  free 
throw  line." 

The  Sooners  did  use  their 
vaunted  fullcourt  press  versus 
the  Pumas,  but  the  result  was 
not  as  advertised.  The  Sooners 
lead  was  54-46  with  17:36 
remaining  when  the  roof  finally 
caved  in  on  the  Pumas.  The  final 
score  was  114-75,  Sooners. 

After  the  game  Billy  Tubbs 
ripped  the  local  media  for  put¬ 
ting  emphasis  on  scoring  200 
points  versus  the  Pumas.  He 
thought  the  media  had  been  duped 
by  Schuttrow.  He  started  his 
nnsttfame  nress  conference  bv 


saying,  “It's  amazing  how  some 
people  get  suckered,  and  if  you 
read  the  paper  this  morning  you 
saw  somebody  that  really  got 
suckered." 

Brent  Price,  the  younger 
brother  of  Cleveland  Cavalier 
star  guard  Mark  Price,  did  the 
most  damage  for  the  Sooners. 
He  scored  27  points,  including  5 
three-pointers.  Kermit  Holmes 
scored  20  points  and  had  15 
rebounds. 

Lowell  Harper  scored  20 
points  in  31  minutes  of  action 
for  the  Pumas.  He  converted  on 
8  of  12  shots  from  the  floor. 
Mike  Kosky  and  Damone  'White 
scored  1 3  points  apiece  and  Todd 
Grace  chipped  in  with  1 2  points. 
Rodney  Gates  scored  9  points. 

The  Pumas  played  Wright 
State,  another  Division  I  team, 
last  night.  The  score  was  un¬ 
available  at  press  time. 


versity,  the  offensive  line  came 
of  age  and  pushed  the  Tartars 
off  the  line  of  scrimmage. 
Consequently  both  Jimmy  Allen 
and  Harry  Vinegar  had  fantastic 
performances.  An  encore  per¬ 
formance  occurred  the  follow¬ 
ing  weekversus  Northern  Michi¬ 
gan  in  a  most  memorable  game.

The  1991  season  should  see 
the  return  of  many  key  offen¬ 
sive  and  defensive  players. 
Allen  will  be  gone  but  Vinegar 
looks  ready  to  fill  his  shoes. 
Hopefully,  the  Pumas  come  up 
with  a  more  diversified  attack, 
or  else  Harry  Vinegar  will  be 
the  man  opposing  defenses  will 
be  looking  to  crush.

Rescued  bees  'bussing’  for  observation

There  Is  a  new  entertaining  attraction  on 
campus.  It  Is  located  In  room  22 1  of  the  Science 
Building,  and  “It's  open  to  anybody  until  about 
3  p.m.,"  said  Fr.  Charles  Rueve,  provider  of  the 
spectator  sport. 

Fr.  Rueve 's  entertainment  center  consists  of 
a  colony  of  bees  in  his  homemade  contraption. 
The  sides  of  the  box  containing  the  honeycomb 
are  clear,  which  allows  one  to  view  the  bees  from 
the  box.  A  glass  tube,  which  allows  the  bees  to 
go  outside  and  come  back  to  their  home,  ex¬ 
tends  through  a  block  of  wood  between  the 
window  and  Its  sill. 

Another  little  section  of  the  box  contains  a 
dish  of  water,  honey  and  a  piece  of  a  candy  cane. 
The  bees'  other  source  of  food  comes  from  “the 
beer  and  pop  cans  around  campus,”  said  Fr. 
Rueve. 

The  beekeeper  has  been  raising  bees  for 
about  10  years.  “I've  always  done  a  lot  of  work 
with  flowers,  shrubs  around  campus;  so  I  was 
pretty  familiar  with  bees  and  pollination." 

Bees  are  a  great  benefit  to  crop  growth.  Last 
summer,  Fr.  Rueve  had  “...hives  In  seven  differ¬ 
ent  places  all  out  in  the  country,  where  bees

could  get  alfalfa,  cloves  and  fruit  blossoms— 
some  of  their  favorite  sources  of  nectar.”  By 
eating  from  these  blossoms,  the  bees  helped 
make  the  plants  productive.  “They  don't  miss  a 
flower,  unlike  airborne  pollen.”  said  Fr.  Rueve. 

Another  great  benefit  of  the  bees,  according 
to  Fr.  Rueve,  is  the  fresh  honey.  "I  eat  it  straight 
from  the  comb  —  wax  and  all,"  he  said. 

Fr.  Rueve  decided  to  give  the  swarm  In  room 
221  special  treatment  because  “it  didn’t  get 
started  until  late  July.  It  didn't  have  enough 
honey. .."  and  It  was  too  small  a  colony  to  survive 
on  its  own.  An  average  colony  that  starts  in  May 
or  early  June  is  comprised  of  50,000  to  80,000 
bees.  Fr.  Rueve's  observational  colony  has  only 
8,000  to  10,000  members. 

The  bees  are  somewhat  like  humans  In  that 
they  have  their  own  special  jobs.  One  might  find 
the  bees  either  making  honey,  building  cells  of 
the  honeycomb,  doing  Janitorial  work,  nursing, 
providing  ventilation,  controlling  the  tempera¬ 
ture,  feeding  the  queen,  or  even  undertaking  the 
dead. 

Working  with  bees  so  much,  Fr.  Rueve  sub¬ 
jects  himself  to  being  stung.  "I’ve  been  stung 
about  a  half  a  dozen  times"  this  year. 


Bazz's  Roller  Rink  provides 
great  weekend  activity

Bazz's  Roller  Rink,  located 
north  on  53rd  and  Route  231,  is 
probably  one  of  the  most  fun- 
filled  attractions  In  Rensselaer. 

Although  it  looks  like  a  big 
basement  with  Its  low  ceilings 
and  poles  down  the  center,  the 
skating  rink  provides  something 
to  do  on  the  weekends. 

Despite  the  small  size  of  the 
rink.  It  has  a  lot  of  good  qualities 
about  It.  For  one,  the  floor  Is 
really  smooth;  it  does  not  numb 
one's  feet  as  the  rough  floors  at 
many  other  roller  rinks  do. 

When  I  went  a  few  weeks 
ago,  the  D.J.  played  all  sorts  of 
music  dating  from  the  '50s  to 
the  current  popular  music. 

Red,  blue,  and  yellow  lights 
were  used  to  create  different 
effects,  but  they  were  not  so 
wild  that  one  could  get  dizzy  and 
fall. 

Most  of  the  skates  that  the 
rink  rents  out  are  like  new.  I  did 
not  get  blisters  as  I  usually  do  at 
other  rinks. 

Service  with  a  smile  seems 
so  rare,  but  not  at  Bazz's.  The 
attendants  were  really  friendly, 


even  when  I  had  to  exchange 
my  skates  for  another  size. 

Besides  the  rink  Itself,  there 
Is  also  a  little  snack  bar  with 
video  games  and  a  pool  table. 
So,  If  one  gets  too  tired  to  skate, 
he  or  she  can  choose  to  play 
some  games. 

There  were  only  a  couple  of 
disappointing  things  at  Bazz's. 
It  Is  unfortunate  that  the  rink 
Is  so  narrow  and  short  because 
that  makes  turning  comers 
really  hard  on  the  knees.  Also, 
one  cannot  skate  very  fast, 
because  by  the  time  he  or  she 
speeds  up,  it  Is  already  time  to 
slow  down  to  turn  the  comer. 

The  other  fault  that  I  found 
was  that  there  were  not  enough 
people  older  than  10,  but  that 
could  be  because  1  went  to  the 
8  to  1 0  p.m.  session  on  a  Satur¬ 
day  night. 

Bazz's  Roller  Rink  Is  open 
Friday,  Saturday  and  Monday 
nights.  The  price  is  $4  for  one 
two  or  three  hour  (depending 
which  session)  and  only  one 
extra  dollar  If  one  chooses  to 
stay  for  the  later  session  as 
well.
